The following words and terms, when used in—this—chapter these regulations, shdl have the

following meaning unless the context clearly indicates otherwise:
"Assessment” means the sysemdic evauation or identification of the elients—consumers

need for and ability to bendfit from services.

"Chent—Consumg” means any person undergoing an assessment or recelving a service

provided by the Rehabilitation Teaching Program of the Depatment for the Misddly

Handicapped-Blind and VVison Impaired.

"Individudized Written Rehabilitation Program (IWRP)" means an—individudized written

rehabilitation—program of _rehabilitation teaching services identified during the assessment for

each consumer individua—being—provided—specified—determined digible for services by this

program.

"Blindness, legd blindness’ means the condition as defined in §8863.1-142 and 63.1-166 of
the Code of Virginia

"Reasonable expectation” means that rehabilitation teaching services will-are anticipated to

ggnificantly asss anrdividda consumer to improve his ability to function independently.
"Rehabilitation teaching” means the process of guiding and indructing a visudly impaired
person—consumer  through an individudized plan of indruction designed to develop and rase
the levd of adaptive coping skills and functiona independence.
"Severdy visudly impared” means vison less than 20/70 in the better eye with correction or

afield redtricted to 70 degrees or less in the better eye.

A. To be consdered for services the following information must be obtained:  Fhe-department

1. Name and address;

2. Date of birth and sex;
3. Disahility; and
4. Referral-source-and-d-Date of referrdl.

The department shall expeditioudy process persons referred for rehabilitation teaching services.

B. Processing—reterrds—AN assessment by the Department for the Misualy—Handicapped
Blind and Vidon Impared is required of each severdy—dissbled person who applies for

rehabilitation teaching services The assessment is limited to that information necessary to

determine whether—the—individud—s digibleity for rehabilitation teaching services conggent with
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22 VAC 45-70-30—to—be—provided—rehabilitation—teaching—serviees and to determine which
rehabilitation teaching services are needed.

22 VAC 45-70-30. Eligibility for rehabilitation teaching services.
A. To be digible for rehabilitation teaching services, an eient—consumer must have a visud
dissbility—limitation which—fer—the—individda; conditutes or results in a substantid handieap

impediment to persona independent functioning.
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A consumer has Fhe-presence-of-a visud disability limitaion for—purpeses-of-digibHity—forthe

or more of the following criteria are met:

1. Bel-Legally blindness;

2. 20/100 to 20/200 distance vison in the better eye with correcting glasses or a fied
limitation to 30 degrees or less in the better eye, and if the person has been unable to adjust to
the loss of vison and if it is determined by the rehabilitation teacher that the person is in need

of the specidized services avalable through the Department for the Misualhy—Handicsppeds

Blind and Vison Impaired s rehabilitation teaching; or

3. Night blindness or a rapidly progressve eye condition which, in the opinion of a qudified
ophthalmologist, will reduce the distance vison to 20/200 or less.

B. A reasonable expectation that rehabilitation teaching services will sgnificantly assst the

ipdividual—consumer to improve his &bility to cope with blindness and to function more

independently.

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A. Prior to or smultaneoudy with acceptance of an wvisualy—handicapped—ndividda—-consumer
for rehabilitation teaching services, there shdl be a eerification—determination of digibility; the

cerifiestion—a case narative shdl dae the bass for the visud digibility and a reasonable

expectation that rehdbilitation teaching will dgnificantly assst  the—individud  consumer in

achieving or_maintaining functiond independence. When a consumer is determined indligible for

rehabilitation teaching sarvices, the rehabilitation teacher shdl inform the consumer of the

indigibility determination, stating the reason or reasons, this may be done during a persond

contact or by al€tter.

A. Initid plan development.

1. The IWRP ghdl gpecify the

provided rehabilitation teaching sarvices that the consumer and DBVI indructor jointly

determine are necessary to rase the levd of adaptive coping skills and functiond

independence.
2. The IWRP sndl be initiated after determination of digibility and periodically updated to

include additiond rehabilitation teaching services that are needed by the consumer.

23. Rehahilitation teaching services shal be provided in accordance with IWRP.

Services provided through the rehabilitation teaching services program may include:
1. hnatake-e—Counsding to determine the handicapped-ndividua—consumer's need for specific
rehabilitation teaching services.
2. Referrd to and information regarding avalable—eommunity resources and programs that

might benefit the irdividua-consumer.

3. Counsdling to asss the consumer visuaiy-handieapped-rdividda-cope with visud |oss.

4. Provison of low vison sarvices in accordance with 22 VAC 45-110 +Reguldiors g

5. Ingruction in the following arees
a Persond management skills or activities of daily living;

b. Home management Kills;
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¢. Communication kills: induding — reading_and; writing b—Brallle, typing, script_writing,
and use of dectronic equipment_and technology;

d. Other appropriate adaptive coping skills, i.e, leisure and recregtiond activities,

e. Information and ingruction in the acquisition of and use of adaptive equipmen.

FINANCIAL PARTICIPATION.

22 VAC 45-70-80.  Financia participation.

22 VAC 45-70-80. Financial participation.

A. The Depatment for the Blind and Vison Impared has eected to uniformly apply a
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financial needs assessment for persons recelving purchased rehabilitation teaching services and
goods in the Commonwedlth. Purchased services and goods may be provided at no cod to the
recipient who is legdly blind if the family's income is less than 100% of the federdly edimated
median income for Virginia, and if the family’s assets are less than 50% of the federdly esimated
median income as determined by the U. S. Department of Hedth and Human Services, Family
Support Adminigration.  The Depatment for the Blind and Vison Impared will change its
financia participation levels to match the above-referenced edimated median income level every

third year.

B. Thae is no financid paticipaion required for the assessment, counsding, low vison

exams, information and referra, and indructiond sarvices provided through the rehabilitation

teaching services program.

C. Consumers must be both legaly blind and demondrate financid need as determined by the

financid needs assessment in order to receive any purchased sarvices or goods other than a low

VviSon exam.

D. Allowable deductions from income.

1.  Expensss tha may be deducted from family income on the financid needs assessment are

unusud medica expenses and the education of a consumer or family member to atend a private or

public educationd facility. Medica expenses such as routine doctors vidts and hospitd insurance

premiums may not be deducted.

2.  When the consumer's gross family income, liquid assats, or both exceed the financid

digibility requirement after dlowable deductions have been conddered, the consumer and hisher

family are reguired to apply the excess toward the cost of those services provided by rehabilitation

teaching services for which financid need is considered.
